special service for the Confederacy, and 
the proof which he furnished was suffi­ 
cient to co nvince 8 out of the 12 jurors 
that he was not present and took no 
part in the plot. Surratt claimed to have 
lirst learned of the murder on the m o rn­ 
ing fo llo wing the assassination from the 
newspapers while in Elmira and 011 the 
next morning , while en route to N ew 
York city, of his suspected co mplicity 


111 the plot. 
He ti* d immediately to 
Canada, whirre he remained conceal« d 
by 
Catho lic 
priests 
for 
nearly five 
months. 
L« *aving Canada, he went to 
Eng land, thence to Paris, and thence to 
Rome, where, under the name of Wat­ 
son, h«* enlisted in the zouaves of the 
pi >pe. 
W hile 
111 th« * Papal zouaves he was 
recog inz« *d by a Canadian acquaintance, 
who betrayed him. 
On the day fo llo w ­ 
ing his a m st, while under the g uard of 
six men, la* leaped blindly from a rocky 
precipice over 100 fe< t in depth, and. 
alig hting by chance on a projecting rock 
J O feet below, clambered quickly down 
fla- abyss, escaped, reached Naples

the course of a w*-* k and sailed to A l­ 
exandria 011 tli« ' same vessel which car­ 
ried the instructio ns to tin* consul there 
that 1« <1 to his capture.

broug ht back to the United States and 
tried at Washing to n by a civil court.

Milk J ar« . 
Milk jars, or bottles, now so common­ 
ly used, were introduced about 
15 year- 
ago. 
A gentleman farmer of Litchfield, 
Conn.. it man of wealth, who owned 
blooded cows, finding with the increase 
of his stock his m ilk supply growing 
hevond his cavil needs, decided to sell 
the surplus 
Herb-sired to put up this 
milk in some* distinctive form, and be­ 
came to New York to the headq uarters 
here of a glass works end ask< i to havt 
got up f« r him sum« * kind of a glass 
package that would be suitable for tin 
purpo>e and convenient- for 'hipping. A 
jar was produced that was substantially 
sim ilar in form to tin one now in use. 
The fii't jars were provided with glass 
stoppers. This« * wen* found to break too 
easily, and 
a metal stopper was soon 
substituted. 
This form of package F r milk at once 
became popular. Tlr« owner of the farm 
for which the milk jar was first made 
turned his farm over to a stock company, 
which increased its product ion greatly. 
It still remains a large establishment 
and one whose dairy products are well 
known. 
Many other milk producers adopted 
the m ilk jar, and its general use extend­ 
ed rapidly. 
Probably at least 7 5 per 
cent of the m ilk for fam ily use is deliv­ 
ered now in bottles. There are m illions 
of bottles m constant use, anil the num­ 
ber produced annually to make good the 
breakage and to supply the increasing 
demand is about 20 ,0 0 0 gross. — New 
York Sun.
